Hindenberg was a soldier who had 
little taste for p olitics . . . and little 
lov e for H itler, forced on him as 
Chancellor.

u n fettered, with fu ll op p ortu nity for 
largest p ossible indiv idu al initiativ e 
and energy ..

which th ro ttles indi­ 
v idu al initiativ e and enterp rise. 
His su ccessors in the electric field hav e 
done a great job in carry ing ou t his 
p rop hecy of an ev en greater fu tu re for 
electricity . Bu t u nless it remains "u nfet­ 
tered,” his v oice, too, may be heard: 
“I told y ou so.”

A proposed amendment whittles P 
at the original law and limits rene­ 
gotiation to contracts which show 
more than 2 per cent profit. Bu t this 
is no time for half-way measu res. 
That sort of plan wou ld still requ ire 
a lot of u nnecessary employ ees on 
both gov ernment and contractors’ 
pay rolls. 
The Solu tion 
The Internal Rev enu e department 
has a y early check on all profits. It 
figu res the tax es paid in all indu s­ 
tries, inclu ding those with Army , 
Nav y and Maritime commission con-r 
tracts. If the Internal Rev enu e au - L 
thorities discov er an abnormal profit f 
from any war work in any bu siness,^* 
after pay ment of tax es, it cou ld sou 
certify to the department concerned*^ 
so that renegotiation cou ld be start- 
ed. 
The ones that are within the, 
fair and reasonable limit of 2 per I* 
cent profit after tax es wou ld requ ire lj 
no attention, and in that way mil-A* 
lions of man-hou rs wou ld be sav ed)4 
and du plication of effort, and delay s!^ 
cau sed by ex tra forces of employ ees! 
refigu ring contracts, wou ld be av oid-r 
ed. 
■ 
The Disney amendment, which B 
seems simple and effectiv e, has not* 
y et been adopted. 
Yet it amply 
gu ards against ex cess profits, with 
a minimu m of interference with war­ 
time produ ction and at the same 
time prov iding escape from the new < 
load 
of 
non-essential 
pay rollers 3 
which the original law threatened. 
* 
The ordinary man therefore con-^ 
elu des: Why not let the Internal Rev ­ 
enu e tax man do the whole job at \ 
one sitting? Why not sav e the time j 
of indu strial management and em­ 
ploy ees for v ital work? Why not u se «• 
the established check on costs, and 
at the same time sav e the ex pense 
of ex tra pay rollers? 
Most of those pay rollers cou ld well 
be u sed in the armed serv ice, or 
on farms, or in factories, or in some 
other produ ctiv e kind of work, in­ 
stead of occu py ing desks in Washing­ 
ton. They wou ld then be doing some­ 
thing to help win the war. 


“Renegotiation of war contracts” 
is a heav y -sou nding term, and news­ 
paper readers in the sections of 
America where pu blic interests are 
localized ar.d largely agricu ltu ral 
may wonder how su ch a su bject can 
concern them. 
Bu t since ev ery tax pay er has a 
personal stake in any measu re that 
increases gov ernment ex pense and 
adds to the pu blic pay roll, especially 
at a time when ev ery dollar is need­ 
ed for the war effort, then this qu es­ 
tion of contracts for equ ipment and 
su pplies becomes v ital to all. 
“Renegotiation” 
In the early day s of lend-lease 
and of the hu ge task of mu stering 
an armed force of millions of men, a 
few contractors receiv ing fat orders 
saw in these gov ernment contracts 
only a new gold mine. To meet the 
relativ ely small nu mber of abu ses 
which were brou ght to light, the last 
Congress passed a law requ iring that 
all new and old Army , Nav y and 
Maritime Commission contracts be 
written 
with 
a 
“renegotiation” 
clau se, so that they cou ld be refig­ 
u red in the search for cases where 
contractors were making too large 
a profit. 
This law requ ires that the Army , 
Nav y 
and 
Maritime 
commission 
each employ a separate force of 
men to re-estimate all contracts for 
bu ildings, 
machinery , tanks, air­ 
planes, gu ns, clothing, and the thou ­ 
sand items indu stry mu st tu rn ou t 
for war u se. 
The law seemed wise and harm­ 
less at first, bu t ev idently it was 
not realized how large an “army ” of 
employ ees wou ld be needed to en­ 
force it. 
It is estimated that there are some 
three million su ch contracts, ov er 
20,000 contractors, and an u nknown 
nu mber of su b-contractors. 
If the 
original law were carried ou t, it 
might easily requ ire 200,000 new pu b­ 
lic pay rollers, and 300,000 new em­ 
ploy ees hired 
by 
contractors to 
prepare the data for the federal au ­ 
thorities, and this at a time when 
manpower 
is 
scarce 
and 
ev ery 
able-bodied person is needed for 
serv ice in u niform or produ ction 
work at home. The job wou ld take 
y ears ev en after the war. 
Amendments Not Su fficient 
Agricu ltu re and indu stry are short 
of machinery and manpower, and 
these men are too badly needed in 
produ cing crops and equ ipment for 
ou rselv es and ou r allies to be wasted 
in checking u p on contracts, espe­ 
cially when there is already an effi­ 
cient means of doing that work.

USELESS SPENDING 


Senator Harry F. By rd, in a re­ 
cent press release, said in part: 
“The United States Civ il Serv ice 
Commission reports as of Au gu st 31, 
1942, that there were 2,606,300 em­ 
ploy ees of the United States gov ern­ 
ment . . . On Armistice Day , No­ 
v ember 11, 1918 , there was a total 
of 917,760 civ ilian federal employ ­ 
ees. We hav e three times that many 
now. In the last World War we had 
one civ ilian employ ee for ev ery fou r 
and one-half members in the armed 
serv ice. 
In this war, we hav e so 
far one civ ilian employ ee to ev ery 
one and three-fou rths members of 
the armed forces, the ratio being 
two and one-half times more per sol­ 
dier, and we are still increasing ou r 
civ ilian personnel at the rate of ov er 
! 3,000 daily . . . On Nov ember 11, 
! 1918 , there were thirty agencies of 
| the gov ernment. 
Today there are 
! 81 distinct agencies, many of these 
j making no direct contribu tion to the 
; war effort.” 
This remarkable statement shou ld 
receiv e the carefu l consideration of 
ev ery American citizen. 
When we 
consider that, since the release by 
Senator By rd, the President has su b­ 
mitted his bu dget to Congress for 
j the fiscal y ear, czUling for 100 billion 
dollars for ou r war effort and nine 
billion additional for civ ic ex pendi- 
; tures, we gain some idea of what 
th* co nduct o f this wa r is g o ing 


to mean in the tax bu rden of the 
nex t generation. 
Cu rtail Civ ic Spending 
No one wants to limit a single 
activ ity necessary to win the war, 
bu t ju st ordinary common sense and 
economy indicate that ev ery u nnec­ 
essary civ ic ex penditu re shou ld wait 
u ntil the emergency of war has 
passed. 
Right now ou r new Congress is 
confronted with the problem of pre­ 
v enting ex cessiv e profits on war con­ 
tracts. 
Present law prov ides for 
“ renegotiation” of their separate 
contracts by the Army and Nav y de­ 
partments and the Maritime com­ 
mission. There are some three mil­ 
lion of these contracts, bu t probably 
not 5 per cent will show ex cessiv e 
profits after tax ation. 
The Internal Rev enu e department 
will find ev ery case of ex cessiv e 
profits and, where su ch profits re­ 
main after tax es, can report such 
cases for “renegotiation.” This is 
practical economy and does the job 
the most efficient way . 
Indu stry and agricu ltu re, bo th o f 
which feel the pinch of shortage o f 
manpower, shou ld su pport Congress 
in any method it decides u pon a s 
practical and economical. Prev ent­ 
ing new additions to the pay rolls a nd 
cu tting ou t u seless civ ic ex penditu res 
and pay rollers who hav e nothing to 
do that is constru ctiv e in the wa r 
effort will help solv e the ma npo wer 
pro blem a nd ea se the burden o f 
ta x ee.
